THE PHARMACOPOEIA 


The new, revision of the U. S. 
P., after much delay andno little anx- 
iety to the authors as well as the public 
- in general, has made its appearance. A 
large number of changes will be noted. 
Yet when one stops to consider that a 
book of such importance is issued once 
in ten years, the changes are not of a 
revolutionary character. There is a 
constant effort to simplify and stand- 
ardize the numerous medicinal prepara- 
tions. 
having questionable, if any, value are 
dropped. We note for example the 
dropping of thirty-eight fluid extracts. 
In looking at the list one can appre- 
ciate that it is in the interest of scien- 
tific” ‘Pharmacy and Medicine. Stich 
mechanical agents. as adhesive plaster. 
have no more place in the Pharmacopeeia 
than a surgeon’s scalpel. We note the 
tendency to eliminate those drugs and 
preparations whose physiological action 


is decidedly questionable if not nil. 


The oleates of alkaloids for example are 
doubtless most absurd scientific reme- 
dies. Such absurd preparations have 
a tendency to make observing men ther- 
apeutic nihilists in the pharmacologic 
sense. Quite a number of the crude 
drugs of more or less questionable 
physiological value are dropped.

Most students will admit that to master

Then, granting the average student has 
a limited faculty of memory, it is self 


evident his efforts should be directed 


toward mastering important and essen- 
tial facts and processes, instead of scat-— 
tering forces over too wide a field. — 
One of the things showing the trend 
of modern thought in scientific Phar- 
macy and Medicine is the effort to 
standardize drugs by chemical or bio- 
logical means.

McNab? calls attention to the dangers 
attendant on the accidental employment 
of daffodil bulbs as food. An ignorant 
cook prepared a soup from the bulbs 
in place of onions, with the result that 
those who partook of ‘it suffered from 


nausea and violent vomiting and diar- 
rhea. It was not until after the poison- 
ing. had, been tepeated several times 


that the error was discovered. There 
were no deaths. During, the-discussion, 


several obscure cases of poisoning were 


related, which appeared to be explain- 
able by the assumption of similar mis- 


takes. Daffodil bulbs contain an .al- 
kaloid (or alkaloids) whose physiologic 


action differs according to the stage of 
growth of the plant. If extracted from 


the flowering bulb the alkaloid produces 
dryness of the mouth, checks cutaneous 


secretions, dilates. the pupil, quickens 


the pulse, and slows and weakens the 


heart contractions. The alkaloid ex- 
tracted from the bulbs after flowering | 
produces copious salivation, increases 


cutaneous secretions, contracts the pupil, 
and produces slight relaxation of the 


pulse, slight faintness and nausea. Such 


widely divergent physiologic effects in- 


dicate that there must be considerable 


differences in. the nature of the alkaloids 
at the different times mentioned. Since 


the daffodil is so common in gardens 


it might be well to. consider it in poison- 
ings of mysterious origin—J. A. M. A.

is greatly increased. 

Jt must be understood, however, 
that the Federal Food and Drugs Act 
applies only to products which are 
shipped in interstate commerce; that 
is, from one State to another, or 
which are offered for import or ex- 


port, or which are manufactured or 
sold within a territory or the District 
of Columbia. 


Products which are 
made and consumed wholly within a 
single State are subject only to such 
State laws as may apply and are 
under the control only of State health 
officials. The Federal law does not 
apply, for instance, to patent. medi- 
cines made within the State of New 
York and sold in New York City. 
Persons buying or using a “remedy” 
made in their own State, therefore, 
must rely on the protection accorded 
them by their local health authorities.

A FREAK OF NATURE. 


O. ARWELL. 


While walking through Algonac, 
Michigan, I observed a peculiar freak 
of nature which may prove of interest 
to readers of Torreya. ‘Two trees of 
Populus alba were growing side by 
side, the lower parts in close contact, 
and were located on a residential cor- 
ner lot. The freak consists of a small 


branch, eight or nine inches in diam- 


eter, of one tree piercing the trunk of 


and its branch. 


of 


the other, completely passing through 


and showing on the other side; the 
branch passes through the trunk a. 
little to one side of its center, bridging 
the space between the two trees. The 
branch extended several feet beyond © 


the pierced trunk but ultimately died. 


Two photographs were taken just 
after the pruning of the tree had been 
accomplished and in the one repro- 


duced on page 115 the ladder used in 


the operation is seen still resting 


against the bole of the tree. The butt 
is four inches in diameter and appears 


to be emerging from both the bole 
The probable ex- 
planation of this condition is that 


when both trees were young, a branch 


of one crossed a branch of the other, 
resting firmly in the axil or crotch 
formed by the bole and its branch; 
the friction caused by the natural 
growth of the parts involved, assisted 
by winds and storms, probably wore 


away the barks until the cambium 
layers were reached,- when a union 


of these tissues took place, resulting 
ultimately in completely covering the 
intruding branch with wood and bark 


of the other tree, bringing about the 


present appearance, which might be 
likened unto that of “Siamese Twins.” 
This process resulted in the gradual 
strangulation, cessation of growth, 
and death of that part of the branch 
beyond the tree; the other part or 


“bridge” continued its growth and its 


union with the tree is so perfect that 


its bark is as normally continuous 
_ with that of the pierced trunk as with 


that of the parent tree——Reprinted

and compounds, and perfumery and 


cosmetics has been issued by Director 


Sam. L, Rogers, of the Bureau of the 


Census, Department. of Commerce. It 


consists of a statement of the quanti- 


ties of the anesthetic and narcotic drugs 


used as materials and of the products 


manufactured, prepared under the direc- 
tion of Mr. William M. Steuart, chief 
statistician for manufactures. The fig- 


_“Druggists’ preparations” include all 
materials for use by druggists in com- 
pounding medicines to be dispensed 
upon physicians’ prescriptions or orders. 
These comprise tinctures, fluid extracts, 
medicinal sirups, and other liquid prep- 
arations; pills, tablets, powders, etc. ; 


alkaloids and derivatives (cocaine, co-. 


dein, morphine, quinine, and_strych- 
nine) ; synthetic medicinal preparations, 


such as acetanilid, acetphenetidin, phe- 
nolphthalein, saccharin, methylsalicylate, — 
-etc.; medicinal metals and their salts 


(bromides, acetates, citrates, bismuth, 
etc.) ; and biological products, such as 
serums, vaccines, toxins, etc.  . 
“Patent and proprietary medicines” 
are those sold under the protection of a 
patent, copyright, or trademark, or pre- 
pared according to a secret formula;

to the U. S. P. 8th Revision Extract 


of Nux Vomica contained 5% strych- 
nine. According to the U. S. P. 9th 


Revision the same extract contains 


from 15.2 to 16.8% alkaloids from Nux 
Vomica. The remarks on the change 
are “standard now refers to total al- 
kaloids and limits are given.” _ 
Of course, this list is for quick ref- 
erence only and full information must 


be sought in the Pharmacopoeia it- 


self. However, it is hoped that phar- 


macists generally will find such a 
ready reference of important changes 
both time-saving and convenient. On 
the back of this card are printed the 
pharmacopoeial additions, deletions 
and ‘a list of changes of official Latin 
and English titles.
